Just at this tin:e and during the 
oming weeks, it is well to pay. close 
attention to the laws regarding fires. 
“Any” person who ‘stiali-directly or 
ndirectly, -personally-or. -through..any. 

errant, employee or ageat—kindle--a 
fire-and~let- it-run-at-large--on.-- any. |— 
and not his own property; Permit 
any fire to pass over-his:land or ~al- 

ow any fire under his charge, custody 
or control of any servant, employee or 
‘agent to run at large. shall be guilty 
of an offence and upon summary con- 
viction thereof be Hable to a penalty 
of not less than §25 and not more 
than $200. 

In addition to this the party is op- 
en to a civil action for damage done. 
The necessary precautions as set down 
by the ordinance are.a fire guard not 
less than twenty feet wide on a’‘l sides 
lot the ,and to be burned off. The 
gnard must ‘be clear of any inflamma- 
ble material and furthermore three a- 
dult.persons provided with proper ap- 
pliances for extinguishing prairie fir-
